Tha Informant 

Tbs Informant, who would not reveal hi 9 true name, used tho pseudonym of 
JO.UF, Ho said ho waa 33 years old, bom In Poland, fo marly taarrlod to a Swiss girl 
Wio was killed in bobbing raids during tha war, and after being Imprisoned by tho 
Americans following tho war, escaped to *rgwitlna whore ho has boon acting as an 
Armored Vehicle Instructor for the Argentina *rmy. Ho said ho had been living 
In Buenos wires. About two months ago, along with all other former Waff an S3 
officers in Argentina, ho said ho had received orders from the H.I,A*3.S. Organisa- 
tion to return to Germany via Spain, He estimated that ISO persons had loft Ar- 
gentina In response to these orders, 

He said he had loft Argentina on a Panamanian ship with a German oaptaln. He 
was not clear on where he left the ship, but mentioned Porte Grad /sic/. He said 
he want to Madrid where he reported to former ^affen *13 officer VII, who lives 
in Uadrld/ilvlso, Calls Gria, Yly is reputedly associated In Madrid with 
3KU2&3XT (now known as utto Jf3A:'>f*Uc2l) who has an office at Jose Antonia Street 
ho, 14, 2nd floor (telephone 225^01).

When asked, he did not give 
a direct reply, but explained that, boing a German, If he had: a certain Idea and 
a friend of bis had another which conflicted with his own, he felt obliged to 
work wholeheartedly against his friend's. He supposed that ah American probably 
would hot understand this, as it takes a person bom In Germany to appreciate the 
. German mentality In this respeot. 



2. nhy was he eo free with hie information? Kluf 's visit to the Consulate 
v peeler al was entirely voluntary, as was all the information he gave. He saked 

no recompense. In fact be seamed to be racking his brains to think of more
